dition of the state's woodlands" after almost a month 
of dry weather.

small game season to open on lime at 9 a. jn. Saturday 
for 30 days. More than SOO.OoO licensed hunters had 
been expected by the game commission earlier in the 
month to take the field for one of the biggest hunt- 
ing seasons in the state's history.

Coach Bream has named Jake Sch- 
iegal.
